DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, 4-10, 12-13, 19-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly suggest either in singly or in combination a light emitting 
device having a p-type semiconductor layer formed on the active layer such that a portion of the 
p-type layer is formed on the portion of the active layer located within the recess, wherein the 
portion of the p-type layer has a bottom surface having the same crystal orientation as the bottom 
surface of the recess and sidewalls having the same crystal orientation as the sidewalls of the 
recess, and other elements in the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
